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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Applicant's election of Group I, claims 1-27, and 29 in the reply filed on August 8, 2005 
is acknowledged. Because applicant did not distinctly and specifically point out the supposed 
errors in the restriction requirement, the election has been treated as an election without traverse 
(MPEP§ 818.03(a)). 

Affidavit/Declaration 

2. Applicant's June 28, 2004 is acknowledged and made of record. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 30-58 are allowed. 

4. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The closest prior art is to Oda; Masao et al. (US 5,252,132 A) and Kanesa, Sunao (JP 61207946 
A). Oda teaches a device (Figure 10; column 8, lines 1-28) for supplying at least one fluid 
medium to a process chamber (35; Figure 10; column 8, lines 1-28), said device (Figure 10; 
column 8, lines 1-28) having at least one delivery line (37; Figure 10), said at least one delivery 
line each having a supply opening (37/35 interface; Figure 10) and sealing elements (not 
labelled; portion of 37 at entry of 35; Figure 10) associated with the supply opening (37/35 
interface; Figure 10) - claim 30, for example. Oda does not teach tensioning mechanisms for 
holding each of the at least one delivery line (37; Figure 10) against a respective receptacle (not 
labelled - piece below top of 35; Figure 10) provided in the process chamber (35; Figure 10; 
column 8, lines 1-28) , said receptacle (not labelled - piece below top of 35; Figure 10) being 
associated with the supply opening (37/35 interface; Figure 10) - claim 30. The other 
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independent claim 58 is more restrictive that independent claim 30. Kanesa teaches a similar 
appratus (Figure 2) but, as with Oda, fails to teach or suggest a "tensioning mechanisms for 
holding each of the at least one delivery line (15; Figure 2) against a respective receptacle (none 
shown) provided in the process chamber (2; Figure 2)".
